England. 

LONDON, April 8.—Oxford won the boat 
race. 

THE RACE. 

The umpire’s boat appearded soon after 8 
o'clock. On entering the boats the crews 
were greatly cheered, Cambridge seeming to 
hold the first place in public attention. Ox- 
ford got the best of the start and led fora 
short distance, but nearing Hammersmith 
bridge Cambridge, who were evidently work- 
ing very hard, made a strong effort and drew 
nearly on a level, amid great cheering. Oxe 
fords did not seem much distressed but 
quickened their stroke slightly and passed 
the bridge a clear length ahead. As soon as 
the boats were through the bridge Cambridge 
again made a bid for first place but the Ox- 
fords shook them off] without|difficulty and 
increased the gap to nearly two _ lengths. 
Oxfords evidently feltthey had the race in 
hand and were rowing strongly and steadily. 

Cambridge quickened up, however, and 
got within a half a length when off the oil 
mills. In Corney Reach the water was not 
rough enough to cause inconvenience. The 


Oxfords now had the clear best 
of what was nevertheless §the most 
determined struggle. They seemed 


to have the race wellinhand. When Barnes 
Bridge was sighted they were quite clear of 
the other boat and passed the bridge in 18 
minutes, 3 seconds.. Cambridge followed in 
19minutes 3seeonds,. Oxfords now went clean 
away and when the bend was made for Mort- 
Jake were three lengths ahead, rowing with 
the same ease, power and regularity 
from the start tothe finish. The Cambridge 
crew showed a splendid race for three miles. 
The course was admirably kept throughout, 
and there was no accident or hitch of any 
kind. The Oxfords won by fully four 
lengths. Time of the race, 21:52. 

The Oxfords pulled up fresh at the finish, 
but the Cambridge crew showed great dis- 
tress. 

THE NEWS IN|CHICAGO, 

CHICAGO, April 8.—The Times this morn- 
ing with commendable enterprise furnishes 
its readers with the result of the University 
boat race. Their dispatch dated London, 
April 8, 9a. m., is as follows: “The morning 
opened fine, the sun shining bright and 
warm. There was a slight haze, but the 
water was smooth and all the conditions for 
the great University boat race were favora- 
ble. A good start was obtained and the con- 
test fora time was very spirited. Oxford 
won, covering the distance in twenty-two 
minutes and seven seconds. Oxford main- 
tained a lead of scarcely a length until Ham- 
mersmith was reached. A vast concourse of 
people witnessed the,race and cheered vocif- 
erously from beginning to end.’

The Political Situation. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Senate not be- 
ing in session to-day, very little is being said 
about the deadlock. Half a dozen Demo- 
crats who went to the Capitol this afternoon, 
including Beck aud Saulsbury, say that the 
Democratic Senators are more determined 
than ever, and will maintain their fight until 
next December if necessary. Several Repub- 
licans were seen, but they had little to say 
beyond that there is no change yet in their 


policy. There are now 265 nominations 
awaiting action by the Senate, 
and five treaties for consideration.

The Lavishness of the Age Destroying 
All True Soctability. 
From the New York Commercia!. 


There has been a great revival of the fine 
arts during the last few years. Music, art 
and household decoration have been studied 
with such success that the resultis already 
noticeable. We have good overa and con- 
certs; our art exhibitions are steadily im- 
proving; and, most pleasant change of all 
our houses are daily becoming more beautiful 
and artistic. Onevery side life is offering us 
new pleasures and new interests; but in the 
midst of all this progress we are in danger of 
losing the one charm that distinguished the 
more primitive stages of society—the habit of 
pleasant social intercourse. We have not 
time to cultivate the art of sociability and 
hospitality, and are too often obliged to make 
books and music take the place of genial com- 
panionship and conversat ion. 

We all admit thatit is right to cultivate 
charity and humanity, but generally forget 
that the command to weep with those tat 
weep was precede By ty reisite with them 
that do rejoi¢/ and that we should be as 
Sy™PRafetic with our friend’s enjoyment as 

#@7%tbh bis misery. Sociability seems to be 
crowded out of our lives, and we rarely stop 
to think that, perhaps after all, the repose of 
a friendly chat or the refreshment of a merry 
laugh may be as necessary to our minds that 
are over-excited by the hard thinking of civil- 
ization as sleep is to our tired bodics. 

Lavishness has replaced hospitality, or lim- 
ited it tothose who have sufficient money to 
entertain their 500 friends at * ane fell swoop,”’ 
and are willing to leave the amusement of 
their guests in the hands of hired musicians 
and caterers. Small entertainments, those 
cheerful gatherings of a few friends who meet 
only because it gives them pleasure to be to- 
gether, are out of fashion. In our character- 
istic American manner We try to entertain all 
ourfriends and acquaintances at the same 
time, quite indifferent whether the assembly 
of an incongruous crowd, whose sole mutual 
interest is the juxtaposition of their names on 
our visiting list, produces pleasure or the re- 
verse, so long as, in society parlance, we have 
entertained them. One of the most 
noteworthy tendencies of modern society 
is this decrease of true socia- 
bility and friendliness shown in the steady 
narrowing of our circle of friends and thein- 
‘crease in our lists of acquaintances. It would 
almost seem to an attentive observer that so- 
ciety, instead of uniting people through mu- 
tual interests and pursuits, was only devel- 
oping a sort of centrifugal force that would 
drive them farther and farther apart, until it 
will destroy all social bonds and feelings. 
The only remedy I see for this radical aspect 
of modern life lies in the study of sociability 
as a fine art, that itisto cultivate our social 
feelings,as carefully as we cultivate our lik- 
ing for musicand art, and to look upon friend- 
liness (as we do upon homesty) as a virtue 
thot is of no use unless putin practice. Each 
person should try to form acircle of warm,true 
iriends, in whose companionship he would 
find both rest and improvement. To care 
much for those friends andto meet them fre- 
quently would fulfill the true purpose of so- 
ciety, and would make us warmer hearted, 
better thinking men and women. 

There are various accomplishments we 
could acquire solely for the pleasure they 
they would enable usto give to others. We 
are aptto think these are limited to music and

range the parlors and sitting-rooms, so that 
they would fulfill the double purpose of form- 
ing a pleasant background for our social life 
and of suggesting ideas and subjects for con- 
versation and entertainment. 

Who of us cannot recollect dropping in to 
spend a social hour With a friend, and being 
ushered into a stiff, dismal room, whose ap- 
pearance was most unpleasantly suggestive of 
a late funeral, and where cheerfulness would 
be as much out of place as in the family vault. 
There is no excuse for such rooms in these

Judiciously used, a volume of comic sketches 
can keep ennui at bay for an entire evening, 
and a collection of wellsselected photographs 
engravings, or any objects of bric-a-brac will 
generally lead to charming conversation on 
art, travels, or literature.

And while women are seeking to enlarge their 
sphere in every direction, it would be well for 
them to see that the bower they already have 
does not slip from their hands and be irre- 
trievably lost through their own carelessness. 

Whatever else Woman may possess or ob- 
tain, itis now universally conceded that to 
her alone belongs the home with all its re- 
sources for good and evil. She emphatically 
makes the manners of the nation, and in our 
busy American life, where the men are 80 oc- 
cupied in the struggle for the means of exist- 
ence,it is to her that we must look to make that 
existence fine and agreeable; to refine and 
elevate it until man and woman stand togeth- 
er like the prose and poet of life, cach 
equally noble and each equally necessary to 
the world.

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SUICIDE BY STARVATION. 


An Insane Woman Deliberately Starves 
Herself to Death. 


New York Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 

Martin Singer, an undertaker, sent to-day 
to the Bureau of Vital Statistics a certificate 
signed by Dr. Fruitnight, of 257 West Fifty- 
fourth street, to the effect that Mrs. Magda- 
lena Millis, aged 69, had died at No. 442 West 
Fifty-fourth street from voluntary inanition. 
Dr. Nagel, the Assistant Register, sent back 
the certificate with a request that Dr. Fruit- 
night should furnish some information in the 
case. The reply of the physician did not 
reach the Bureau of Vital Statistics this after- 
noon, but it was learned this evening that 
Mrs. Millis had starved herself to death. 

Mrs. Millis was a native of Germany. Her 
husband, Joseph Millis, was a carpenter in 
the ald country, and: they came to America 
about thirty years ago. He sérved inthe 
Union army during the war of the rebellion, 
and received a wound in the leg which crip- 
pied him for life. They were childless, but 
several years ago they adopted a young girl- 
whose parents were too poor to support her. 
Thisadopted daughter, Kate Millis, is now 
nineteen years old. About three years ago 
Mrs. Millis and her husband separated, and 
he went to the Soldiers’ Home, at Bath, N. 
Y., while the adopted daughter re- 
mained with Mrs. Millis. The only 
property belonging to the family consisted 
of the house at No. 401 West Fifty-fourth 
street. Mrs. Millis sold this house last fall 
for $4,000, and sent half the money to her 
husband. She determined to placethe re- 
maining $2,000 in a bank, and for that pur- 


‘The young woman took the money and keptit, 
having deceived Mrs. Millis by means ofa 
forge receipt. When the forgery was dis- 
covered in November last Kate disappeared 
from her home, and Mrs. Millis never saw 
her again. The loss of the money caused 
Mrs. Millis to become despondent and finally 
insane. Her nephew, Peter Wolf, took her 
to his home at No. 442 West Fifty-fourth 
street, and cared for her. 

Although a maniac, Mrs. Millis was not 
troublesome or violent, and Mr. Wolf did not 
think it necessary to summon a physician. 
She made no threats of suicide, but suddenly 
about three weeks ago she ceased to partake 
of any food. Every effort short of violence 
was made to induce herto eat, but she re- 
fused to swallow anything but water. Nine 
days ago she refnsed water also, and from 
that time until her death she fasted. Dr. 
Fruitnight was summoned when she was-so 
weak that she was barely able to speak,and 
he saw her only twice previous to her death. 
No effort was made to administer food. by 
force or to have her sent to a hospital, but-the 
woman was allowed to starve herself to death,

THE MAPLE SUGAR SEASON. 


Sources of Supplyin New England and 
its Market. 
From the Springfield Union. 

Makers of maple sugar on the hills of West- 
ern eee aan who sell their saccharine to 
Williams wv boy toship to New Haven 
Conn. find their market in the “City of 
Elms” hurt by the sweetness sent into that 
place by Vermonters who have large or- 
chards,and who undersell these foresters who 
do things ona smaller scale. Many of the 
Vermont orchards contain 1,000, 1,500 gand 
2,000 trees, and the owners are well aware of 
the importance of having the best arrange- 
ments for gathering the sap, andthe mostim- 
proved utensils for boiling itand making the 
sugar and syrup. “‘About these days” sugar is 
being made in great abundance in Windham 
county, Vt., and coming down on the ‘‘nar- 
row gauge”’ railroad to Brattleboro to find its 
way to Boston and to Springfield. Across the 
river on the hillsides of New Hampshire there 
are some fine orchards. The Boston mer- 
chant, Mr. Williams, who, after a successful 
mercantile career of a quarter of a century at 
Worcester and the **Hub,”? bought a farm at 
Walpole, N. H., and went to dairying, 
doesn’t forget the maple grove on the estate, 
and finds the yield from that part of his pur- 
chase nearly as profitable as the gilt edge but- 
ter from his choice and carefully kept Alder- 
neys.

That is a matter in which 
St. Louis is only indirectly concerned. so it 
is for Chicago to say which connection it 
wants: but before the National Government 
engages in digging artificial water routes, we 
insist it shall properly improve those natural 
channels of commerce already existing.” 


SPEAKING of the steamboat graveyard at 
Plum Point, the New Orleans Democrat says: 
“Just think of it—twenty-one wrecks of 
steamers at one point on the Mississsppi 
river by reason of asand-bar which it was 
the province and the duty of the Federal Gov- 
ernmenttoremove! Ata moderate compu- 
tation those steamers, with their cargoes, 
were worth $100,000 each, making an aggre- 
gate sum of $2,100,000 lost by the people en- 
gaged in commerce in the valley because the 
General Government refused to regard the 
Mississippi as a great national highway, ex- 
clusively and necessarily under its own con- 
trol. Among the steamers that sunk at 
Plum Point, with their cargoes, were the Tom 
Corwin, Yankee, Telegraph, Henry Clay, 
Empress, Niagara, Vulean and Empire State, 
the names of which will be familiar to those 
who have been connected with the river trade 
for many years.”

WHOSE ‘VICTORY ?” 

The idiocy of claiming the recent election 
as a Republican party victory is almost equal 
to the imbecility which, in the face of our 
calcium light of warning, forced’ Mr. OvER-

This is the record. Anybody outside of 
the Lunatic Asylum can see that in these four 
wards alone there would have been a difference 
of at least 6,410 votes had there been a de- 
cent Democratic candidate instead of the 
choice of the stupid Republican gang. We say 
at least, because this leaves out the 5,211 
registered voters who did. not go 
to the polls at _ all three-fourths 
of whom were doubtless Democrats who ex- 
pressed their disgust in that fashion, among 
them the editors of the PoST-DISPATCH. 

Now, add to the 6,410 yotesin the ballot 
boxes the 3,899 disgusted Democratic stay- 
at-homers, and there is a difference injthese 
four wards alone of 10,308 votes.

Mr. FRANCIS admits that at least 4,000 or 
5,000 Republicans voted for Mr. OVERSTOLZ, 
and that his total 11,350 only represents from 
6,000 to 7,000 Democratic votes. HANCOCK’s or 
CRITTENDEN’S total last November was 
over 23,000. =. we add to. this 
only one-half of the unpolled registered vote 
the total Democratic vote of the city is at least 
28,000 out of the 57,252. So Mr. OVER- 
STOLZ, according to his own managers, re- 
ceived less than one-fourth of the Democratic 
vote of the city. . 

These figures ought to settle the question of 
a Republican victory.. They ought also 
to settle the monumental and imperishable lu- 
nacy of the Republican,which alone is responsi- 
ble for Mr. OVERSTOLZ’ nomination.

PROFITS ON GAS. 


Seventy-Two Cents a Thousand Feet 
the Figure at Manchester, Kngland. 
The POsT-DISPATCII yesterday contained 

some estimates on the cost of gas manufac- 
ture which were calculated to open the eyes 
of the people to the enormous profits. In 
this connection the following from the Guar- 
dian of Manchester, England, showing how 
the business is managed there will be found 
interesting. It will be observed that gas is 
furnished to consumers for about seventy- 
two cents per 1,000 feet. The St. Louis rate 
is $2 50. Even at their low rate the Manches- 
ter works yield a considerable profit to be 
applied to town improvements. Therc is food 
for refleetion in the figures given: 

“The manufaeture and sale of gas at Man- 
chester is a gigantie business, skilfully con- 
ducted by a body of eitizens, without pay. 
The achievements of the committee are, in- 
deed, remarkable. They supply gas in the 
city cheaper, for the illuminating quality, 
than any other corporation or compuny, reck- 
oning—as we ought for purposes of compari- 
son—the amounts they pay from gas profits 
for street lighting and for improvements. 


’ The rate, within the city, will be in December 


2s. 10d. per 1,000 cwhic feet, for gas of an 
illuminating power of 21.32 candies. The 
amount paid last vear from gas profits forim- 
provements was £52,000, and for street light- 
ing £23,000, equal together to 9:d. per 1,000 
feet. The gas-works in Manchester have al- 
ways been the property of the inhabitants. 
Originally they were directed by a body of 
thirty directors, selected from a commission 
of police. Up to 1835 they had a debt of 

000. It has been the custom from the 
first to apply the gas profits to the town im- 
provements. In 1831 the sum paid for 
this purpose was £6,000; in 1835 it had risen 
to £10,153. The price of gas has steadily 
been reduced. In 183 it was 12s. per 1,000 
cubic feet; in 1844, 6s.; up to 1870, 5s; 
then by a series of gradual reductions it has 
come down to the present figure of 3s.; and 
in a few days a further reduction will be 
made to 2s. 10d. per 1,000 eubic feet. There 
is no committee of the Council that does 
more work than this. They are great manu- 
facturers and traders, and, as in any business, 
every point in connection with buying and 
selling has to be watched so as to obtain a 
satisfactory result. Inthe mere purchasing 
of cannel coal, the ps per ton is equal to 
£1,000 a year, as will be seen when we say 
that 240,000 tons were carbonized last year. 
On the other side, a reduction in the price of 
gas of ld. per 1,000 cubic feet means over 
£8,000 per annum. The committee has been 
very busy of late years watching §the many 
valuable ap YH ete in gas-making, and: 
notably in all labor-suving appliances. They 
have lately aes an engineer of ability, 
whose business is to watch over all the de- 
tails of production and all the multifarious 
appliances at the immense works. The 
heaviest day’s consumption has been over 
13,000,000 @ibic feet, and thé storage capacity 
of ail the holders is over 11,000,000,”

“Wht note does the first bell strike—of the 
quarter?’ 

‘*‘T don’t care to go into that question 
now.”? 

‘*If the Court please. this case never will be 
finished if the witness will not answer ques- 
tions.” 

“The witness will answer.’’ 

*“T don’t recollect.” 

This is about a fair specimen of the wran- 
gle which occurred at.ulmost every interroga- 
tory. Dr. Leete sat back in the witness chair 
with a little portmanteau in his hand. He 
has a pretty little trick of looking awfully 
tired at Mr. Fisher, and weighing an answer 
carefully before he does it up ina nice little 
bundle and hands it to the inquisitor. He 
dresses very neatly in brown with a red doc- 
ulment protruding from an outer pocket and 
generally has the air and bearing of a re- 
former. 

All of the attormevs m the case have be- 
come experts la eompanology, andthe tech- 
nical terms used simp}y left the ignorant out- 
siders outfromthe word “yo,” if lawyers 
would use such a word as **go,’? which they 
do not. There are centinual references to 
wel known poems on “Bells,’’ from Father 
Prout’s melodiows “Bells of Shandon” 
to Poe’s onomatopaeie poem. The Creed of 
the Bells and the great Bell Roland were all 
lugged in and tolled melodiously for the 
Court’s (edification. One of the lawyers in 
fact got so far down as to revamp Hood’s old 
joke: **The parson told the sexton and the 
sexton tolled the bell.’’ This sort of thing 
fortunately was rare, however. 

Everybody anticipated w great deal of 
amusement from the afternoon per- 
formance in this case, as it was announced 
that a great many of the young ladies of Dr. 
Goodell’s parish were to be present and give 
evidence in support of |the chimes, and it was 
predicted that the matinee would be well at- 
tended.

The testimony of Mr. Hulse was resumed 
after recess at 2:15 o’clock. Mr. Hulse could 
not say whether others members of his 
househould were disturbed during sleep by 
the ringing ofthe bells; After this suit was 
commenced tke ringing was modified.

The senders state that this sample of 
corn represents thousands of  bush- 
els. that have lain in the field 
all winter covered with snow 
and ice, and says: “fA great deal is Worse 
than this and soine not so bad, but we doubt 
if any corn in the field will grade No. 2.” 
They also claim thata large amount is now 
ungathered in the fields. The’ear of corn 
exhibited was in very poor shape, the greater 
portion being rotten and worthless, while 
some grains, though not so bad, were too 
much damaged even to grade rejected.
